On December 21 and 22, 2005, telephonic interviews were held with me, Ann- 
Louise Kerner, Ph.D., participating on behalf of Applicant, and Examiner Janet Epps 
Ford, participating from the United States Patent and Trademark Office. Alison 
Corkery also participated on behalf of Applicant in the telephonic interview on 
December 21, 2005. 

At the interview on December 22, 2005, 1 indicated that the proposed Examiner's 
amendment, which amended independent claim 55 to recite a "first therapeutic agent 
comprising a synthetic, modified antisense oligonucleotide fully complementary to at 
least 15 consecutive nucleotides of nucleic acid sequence GCCAGTGAGGAGGCACGC 
(SEQ ID NO:ll) encoding N-terminal codons 8-13 of protein kinase A subunit RIa," 
looked accurate based on our conversation. (Similar amendments to claims 56 and 57 
were also made, claims 1-20, 23-48, and 52-54 were cancelled, and new claims 101 and 
102 were added.)
